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26. (New) TheWbstantially purified nucleic acid molecule of claim 2, wherein said 
enzyme is a soy NDP-kinasV and wherein said nucleic acid sequence is SEQ ID NO: 2681. 

27. (New) The substantially purified nucleic acid molecule of claim 2, wherein said 
enzyme is a soy UDP-glucose pyrophophorylase, and wherein said nucleic acid sequence is SEQ 
ID NO: 2753. \
